Tho rebuiUling of Mountstuart, Lord 
Bute's place near Itoihesay, has now 
been completed, and one of the most 
niagniticfnl mansion.'i in Great Britain. 
The house covers an acre, and is in 
the medieval gothic style of the tbir- 
tceiuh century. Thi;' walls, turrets and 
balconies are built of stone fr(jm a qur- 
ry in Kirkcuilbrightshire. In the cen- 
tre is an innnonse tower 120 fec't high, 
with a wide balcony all round the top. 
The great hall is constructed entirely 
of alabaster and the rarest marble, with 
column.s and a gallery, and the grand 
staircase is also of marble brought from 
Sicily and Carrara. The drawing-rooms 
are jianeletl with walnut and lieautiful- 
ly decorated, anil so are the dining- 
rooms, the largest of which iiccom mo- 
dates eighty guests. The ceilings and 
chimney pieces of all these room.s are 
most artistic, and bo also arc the win- 
dows, the work of which is e.xtromely 
elaborate. There are three ininieiise 
libraries and a billiard-room, all with 
carved stoin; fireplaces of antique de- 
sign. In oiui wing are Turkish and 
swimming baths, and there are large 
conservatories and a private chapel is 
now building. The whole house as heat- 
ed by hot pipes and lighted throughout 
by incandescent lamps. The furniture 
is now being placed, and in the gallery 
will be hung the famous Luton Hoo 
collection of pictures, which have re- 
cently been exhibited at Bethnal Green, 
Glasgow and Manchester. The liuild- 
ing, decorating and furnishing of this 
place have cost nearly a million. Lord 
and Lady But.?, who have been staying 
for some time at Chiswick, will now 
make Mountstuart their principal resi 
dence, and it is e.xpecteil they wdl pass 
the winter there. — London Woild.

Q'ho condition of the auiiL iidiT was that 
the village sites and inclosed tielda slumld 
be kept for the use of the tribe and their 
children and for those who might follow 
after them; also to have the liberty to hunt 
over unoccupied lands and carry on their 
fisheries. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills now moved for an 
interim injunction to restrain tho defend- 
ants from proceeding with tho erection of 
the sheds on the reaorvo. He contended 
that by the terms of union the charge of 
tho Indians and the trusteeship and man- 
agement of the land reserved for the use 
and benefit of Indians was assumed hj- tho 
Dominion government; that tho Hong bees 
Indian resurvo u."ci3lud at the date of tlu> 
confederation and was, therefore, assumed 
by the Dominion govornmont for tho use 
and benefit of Indians, but not for idhj I 
other use. That it was expressly declared 
by an or-ier in oeuncil, dated Ottawa, nth 
November, Id'J^, that if extra land should 
bo required for an Indian reserve the 
province would give it, and that if any 
land was taken off a reserve it should re- 
vert to tho province. That it was quite 
clear that the Dominion government held 
the land as a trustee for tlie Indians, 
sololy for thoir use; that immediately the 
object of tho trust ceased to ciiat, tho 
village site rovortod to the proviiici.d 
government. To erect immigrant shi'ila 
was a violation of the trust and an ou- 
croachinont upon provincial and Indian 
rights. Without tho consent of the In- 
dians and the provincial government the 
Dominion government could not erect the 
building on tho Indian reserve. 

The chief justice granted an iiiteriui 
injunction until Saturday at 11 o'olmli. 

After tho interim injunction had been 
made Mr. Fell, on behalf of the de- 
fondants, applied for security for tho de- 
fendants' coatb on the ground of tho 
poverty of the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Mills opposed the application, and 
tho order was refused.

WAS HE A TltAITOii :' 

A lively diacusaion is proceeding in 
American papers respecting certain reve- 
lations made by Oen. Grant some years 
boforo his death to a friend named 
Depew. The general is represented as 
having said tliat Mr, Johiiaou, who suc- 
ceeded Mr, Lincoln as president after the 
Bsaassination of the latter, asked Oen. 
Grant to drive ctiiigreaa out at tho point 
of tho bayonet, and aoaiat him in estab- 
lishing a de.ipotism. Cicn. Grant apurned 
the proposition and- President Johnson 
iras unable co merjr out his acheme. There 
ivould seem to be little room to doubt 
Johnson's culpable designs afjainat the in- 
tegrity of tho nation. Johnson had been 
president sixteen montha, and his altilia- 
tioas were altogether with tho leaders of 
the party which had opposed his election 
to the vice-presidency, when on August 
18, 1866, lie spoke aa follows to a large 
gathering at AVaahington ; 

Wo have witnessed in our department 
of the government every eiideavuv to pre- 
vent the reatoration of peace, have 
seen hanging upon tlie verge of the gov- 
ernment, as it were, a body called or 
■which assumes to be the congress of the 
"United States, protend to he for the Un- 
ion, while its every step and act tended (o 
perpetuate disunion and make n disrup- 
tion of States inevitablu. We have aeen 
this congress assume to exorcise power 
which, if allowed to bo conaummaled, 
would result in doapotisni or monarchy 
itaclf. 

When a presidoiit talks in this atrriin 
and then tries to gel ciuitrol of the Vr'ar 
departnieut and nf tlie army, there is but 
one inference to be drav,-n. This was pre- 
cisely tho language which Louis Napoleon 
used in regard to the French chamber in 
justification of the amp d' ctat. A month 
afterward, on September 8, 1800, Presi-' 
dent JohiiEoii uddreaaed a meeting at St. 
Louis, Mo., and abused coiigreas bitterly. 
Ho wound up aa folloiva:

CANADA. 

I1ai.ik.\x, Oct. '27- — A dispatch received 
to-day from fit. John's, Nf., says: A 
great storm raged oft" the coast of Labra- 
dor on the 11th inat. , doing immenso 
dHiiiagu among the lishiiig tieet. Eis;hty 
vessels were wrecked or driven ashore, 
and .nt loaat twenty moil from the crews 
of the vessels lost their lives. Two tlioii- 
aand persons are now ashore in a desti- 
tute condition. The news created great 
oxoitcment there. Steamers will bo im- 
iuediately dispatclied to tho scene of the 
di,-..vstor with provisions, clothing and 
other comforts fur tho castaways. 

St. Joll.^■'s, Oct. 28 — Tho hurricane 
that raged on tho Labrador coast was un- 
precedented. Even in that inclement 
region over seventy veisels and throo 
hundred lives wero lost. Particulars so 
far are meagre, there being no telegraphic 
communiciition. Fcdlowing ia a list of tho 
vessels completely wrecked; Thoinaa Rid-

[lowers failing to I'.gn^u U[>oii a plan for 
settlement of tlw Koumelian (luestion. 
Tho oliicial reports to-day shows that 
180,000 Turkish troops, now mustered at 
availablo points on the fronties, are in 
active service in the Balkan peninsula, 
and rointorcements are continually arriv- 
ing. Mustulitiz or Lindatrum, and Baalii 
pH'^iouka havo boon summoned for military 
duty. Tho levy of Landatrum is only re 
aerted to as a war nieasiiro, and will add 
over 120,000 men to Iheservi-jo. Circassia 
has tendered 25,000 cavalry, and Albania 
has [iromised to aaaiat tho porte. In view 
of this tho Turkish troops in Albania havo 
been withdrawn and mas.sod on the Greek, 
Bulgarian and Servian frontier.

Poris.v.iii'rii, Oct. 28.— The yacht 
Geiu'sta, defeated iu the reeent inter- 
national yaclu raco for the America's cup 
by the .-Vnu'ricau yacht Puritan, arrived 
here at nine this morning after a voyage 
aoroaa the .■\tlaiitic. She came into port 
Hying three tirst prize tliga, won in her 
contests with .\ 'sierican yachts. Great 
oiithuaiasm was manifested by the crowds 
oil board the men of-w.ar and yachts in 
the harbor, and cheer after cheer greeted 
lier aa she sailed into port.

A Gentleman; Shot UoAvn at His 
Frlcnil's Door

Last evening a number of friends as- 
sembled at the residence of Cipt. Hamil- 
ton MofBtt, to pay their reapecta and bid 
furowell to Mr. and Mr.s. .John 'Hicks, 
who wore married a fortniizht ago, and 
who intended leaving for lOngiand by to- 
day's steamer. Emlior in tlu; e'veiiiiig 
Mr. Uieks had driven a bug^-y to town 
with the intention of returning on foot, 
and aa tho. evening advanced his J'oung 
wife frequently went to the front door to 
watch for hia coming. At about a quar- 
ter to ten o'clock Mrs. Hioks, (formerly 
Miaa E. Blenkinsop of thia city) left the 
room and walked toward tho front door, 
whicli WHS open, when slie lioard the 
report of a pistol and a smothered scream. 
Sho ran back into the room crying that 
something was wrong outside. Captain 
Moliitt and the gue.sts ran to the porch, 
when two more reports woro hoard. 
Captain iMofUtt seized his pistol an8 ran 
into the rcuid in the direction 
from which tho reports proceeded. As 
ho noarod tho spot he saw a man lying in 
thn road, about 40 feet from ,Iu3. Lascelle's 
huuae. Upon nccusting him ho found 
that tho prostrate man was Mr. llicks, 
whoso comitic; had tieun so anxiously look- 
ed for by his wife and friends. lu an- 
swer to his hurried inquiry the captain 
earned that 

MK. IIICKS llAO IIHHN .SHOT AND UOIIUKD 

by two highwaymen, ''he wounded man 
was carried to the Iuiiibo and laid upon a 
sofa in the very room which but a few 
momenta before had res-.nndod to tlio 
merry voices of tho party. Ure. iMilno 
and Matthews and the police were tele- 
[ihoned fur from Mr. .1. U. Anderson's 
residence, and wl-.ilu Hv.aitinj,' their arriv- 
al the iinlort'diiiito goiitlemiui told llio 
story of his misadvt-niuio. Ho 
stated that after pultiiit,' up the 
buggy in town ho walked 
straight^ towards Capt, Mofiitt's homo. 
\Vhen within 150 feat of his ho.st's door

While ho was on tho ground one of tho 
ruffians tired agiin The ball i'lilercd 
near the Etomach and !camo out at Ibo 
back, where it was afterwards traccil by 
Dr. Alilne, who was the tirst .-lurgeon to 
arrive on tho spfit. .-Ifter attai:ur.g their 
object the robbers fled. One leaped ovur 
a low fence oppuaite Lascelle'a house and 
ran across a field ; the other flew down the 
road towards tho bay. Mr.i. Liiicellci, 
attracted to her room window by the 
noise of the shooting, witnessed tho last 
part of the struggle in the dim light, and 
saw tho wretches making off,

woro soon on tho spot and questioned Mr. 
Hicks. Ho said the men wore strangers 
to him and he could not explain how they

One ho de.ioribed a.s a 
tall man with a mti-niacho. Tho 
only plajiisible theory is that the men 
were well acquainted with .Mr. Hicks and 
probably dogged him during the uftet- 
liooii and evening.

Tho diggings 
are deep gravel, and wherever prospected 
rich results woro obtained. The oreok 
will bo extensively worked by comp.mies 
nest yetir, a-.s it-'will take largo capital to 
open up the claims —probably tiftcflu or 
twenty thousand dollars — but tho returns 
are bound to be so great that this has 
been secured. McCuUough crook empties 
into Gold creek.

Hydraulic mining work 
will bo commenced on it as early us the 
weather will permit. 

A MAONIFICENT QUARTZ LBDOE 

was discovered in September by Messra. 
Lyons and J. Gray, about seven miles 
froni the Columbia and eight milos from 
MclJullough creek. Tho ledge is thirty 
feet in width, and crops out above the 
ground about three hundred feot. An 
immense (juantity of ore is in sight. The 
quartz is bluish in color, decomposed 
and with iron intermingled. No assay 
haa yet been mado, but the speoi:iieii3 
secured from the cropping^ will likely 
avera£!e.S40 to the ton.

McKillicaii said not, it waa to 
regulate tho closing of saloona; tho other 
was for Sunday closing. It waa to assist 
the police also to better discharge their 
duties. 

Conn. P.obortsiin thought that if the 
salomis were closed tho people who fra- 
il uunted them would go to worse places. 
He had always advocated the licensing of 
houses of prostitution, and thoy might as 
well look that fact in tho face. He thought 
it a good thing to have a saloon whoro a 
glass of Scotch could bo got at any time. 

Coun. Ward was in favor of regulating 
the closing uf aahmus; there waa no rea- 
son why they should bo kept open all 
right. 

Mayor Uitliet thought that 12 o'clock 
waa late enough to cloae the saloons, and 
that the saloons should be closed from 9 
until .'i on Sundays, iitid open at 5 in tho 
morning. He would move that tho hours 
ill the first clause bo changed to thoso ho 
had mentioned. 

After further discussion, on motion of 
Coun. Smith, the committee reported 
progress and the oo.uncil adjourned. 

From Granite Creek. 

Mr. H. Booth, who arrived down on 
Tuesday from Granite creek, brings very 
favorable nowa from the mines. About 
500 minors are now at the mines, and 
others constantly coming in, many of them 
old Cariboo minors. These latter state 
that Granite creek is A 1, and the only 
strike of any importanco since tho famous 
Cariboo golden days. Six miles of tho 
creek and the bonchea are all taken up, 
and big things are e.xpectod from them 
next year, though now mon are making 
from §10 to .?oO per day with ratlior crude 
methods. 

Boar creek has not yet been thoroughly 
tested, though the companies are atill 
working. Cariboo minora says that this 
also will be found to pay rich. Every 
one ill in high .'ipirits, and tho country ia 
being thorouglily prrfpected, confidont 
that there are other crooks as rich aa that 
of Granite. The latter will taku several 
ycjira to work out, and ia one of tho 
easiest worked creeks over found in 
British Columbia.

Ijeglus aboui. May 1, and ends about Opt. 
m, wbuu tho ne^r ^target year actually bo- 
gins. SuppdSeTwe bomnierice with tho re- 
cruit on ISov. 1_ and carry lilm through 
the regiilai^ cbUrso of training •necessary to 
make a good shooting inacbine of him, 
■which ends Oct 31 of the succeeding 
year. 

It constiuitly happens that men detached 
from tho main body of tin; army are called 
iipou to deteriniuu lor tbouiselves their 
distance from an ob'yct to be tired at. Hx- 
])L'riuuco ubiuuiiiiitly proves lb:it soldiers, 
by conliiiufd practict:, nuiy k-ani to esti- 
inate dihlaiioe^ u[t to liOO and bOO yards 
■with cousiiiendily nccunicy by simple, 
rapid observalion. • Kvcry .soldier is sup- 
]iosed to liiivo iiood eyesight; be, there- 
fore, after a lilUo praclico iu Higbt-esti- 
liiating, learns the following facts: 

At M yaida tin' whit'j of uuiu's eyes is 
plainly slhiii, iiuil the, eyes themselves up 
to H) y.ird.s. 

At lUi) yards nil parts of the t)ody are 
seen distiiiclly. sliglil nicverueiits are per- 
ceptible, and thu niiuute (Iciails of the un- 
iferin eiui bo (.iistiiiguisbed. 

At l")l) yards the brass button.i on the 
blouse cuu still bo separately distin- 
guished 

At 200 yards the outlines of the face 
are confused, aiul the rows of brass but- 
tons look like yellow stripes. 

At 300 yards tho buttons are no longer 
visible. 

At -iOO yards the face is a mere dot, but 
all movements of the legs and arms are 
still distinct, 

A COO yards details can no longer be 
distinKuished, though the tiles of a squad, 
if the light 1)6 strong, can bo counted. 

At 800 "yards the "men iu a squad can 
not ahvays be counted, nor their individ- 
ual movements distinguished. 

At 1,000' yards a lino of men simply re- 
semble a broad bolt; the diroctiou of their 
inarch, can, however, ho readily, deter- 
mined.^ ; 

At 1,500 yards infantry can be distin- 
guished from cavalry. 

At 3,000 yards a mounted man looks 
like a mere speck or dot. 

These estimatiiic; drills are at first con- 
ducted on sniootii, level country, and 
afterward ou rough ^rrouml. 

Tho above drills me supplemented a 
little later in the seasor. by Hidrniisli prac- 
tice, when the soldiers arc advanced or 
returned on a run before a Hue of targets 
the size of men lyiug down. knceliTjg, and 
standinjj, when they load and lire at tho 
sound of a bugle, di-nendiug entirely upon 
their own Judgment as to "what distance 
they happen to l.e from the objects tired 
at. It teaches them to be quick aud ob- 
serving, and, above all, to dejiend en- 
tirely upon themselves for the nianpula- 
tiou of theii .■liglits and the handling of 
their pieces. The estimating distance 
drills are u -.'.'-ally kei't up for two months, 
when the si.'idier is ijracticcd indoors at 
aiming, poialing, and inillin;.; the trigger. 

Of all misses m-' le by unybodv wlieu 
(iring at an object, charge better than oil 
per cent, of them to defective pulling of 
the trigger. M early every rllloman In tho 
world, lie be a grcenboi n or an e.vpert. de- 
ranges bis aim to a more or less degree 
when he pulls oil the piec'e. 

First-class rillenien will, as a general 
rule, flatly deny any such imputation 
against their superior marksmanship, and 
will claim that tliey have long ago 
mastered the defeotivo pulling of the 
trigger, but the real expert iwho is a grade 
above the first class rifleman) knows better 
than this, and tbiyt as a matter of fact not 
one rifiauiati in a thousand pulls on his 
piece perfectly. Kow, if our best shots 
can not always thoroughly overcome this 
one drawback to fine shooting after years 
of hard practice, how dilliculi ii must be 
for the ordinary soldier in the ranks to 
master it! Hence it is tliat pointing 
and aimin j drills are continuously prac- 
ticed in tbo army, so as to give the soldier, 
whether standing, kneeling, or lying 
down, a perfect cominand of his riCe, as 
well as to teach him steadiness of both 
peroou and riile, and to establish between 
the hand and the eye such a prompt and 
intimate conneelion as will ins\u-e the 
linger acting upon the trigger at tho 
proper moment without ciuising any de- 
rangement iu the aim. 

The ne.Nt step is gallery practice, which 
is conducted indoors at a reduecd target 
and with reduced cliargea. Iron target 
frames are issued by the ordnance de- 
partment on winch are painted targets 
reduced to any size desired. The eight- 
inch hull's, eye of the Held target at 200 
yards is reduced to one inch for twenty- 
five yards, the other sections of the target 
In proportion. Tho service ritle is used 
with a round ball tbo coliber of the gun, 
and a charge of ]:iow<ler usually not less 
than three grains nor more than seven 
grains. There Is no recoil from such a 
light cartridge, and the soldier therefore 
quickly overcomes his tendency to flinch. 

Ifow if ho bad been marched direct to 
the range aud given his rifle with the fu'l 
cartridge, and told to shoot a score at tho 
regular target, the chances are nine out of 
ten that he would have tightly closecl both 
eyes when pulling the trigger and trii.sted 
to luck for hiLs. But tbe"'gallerv piactice 
for the soldier i aves tin; way to Held tiring, 
just as the prime;- enables the srbnoboy 
to progress 8U('ctssi\ ely to the higher 
studies. i;.\eell(int results are al tained at 
the minialure targets, and inanv full 
scores arc often made, (.iallery liring is 
continued uii'il Ibc regidar practice begins 
on the range, when the soldier is reguliirly 
advanced frinn one rtuige to another by a 
sj'stein of classil cation according to the 
merit of bis .scores, and scon learns to 
overcome, r, ■ ;ar as possible, all the dilll- 
cullies of liijbt, shadow, wind, moisture, 
etc., under the competent instruction of 
the range officer.
